she died. As the doctor had no reasm 
for suspicion, the customary certificat 
was given. Suspicions bave been aronser 
by L’Heure’s more recent  allegee 
crimes, and Detective Haynes and his 
partner, MecCaskil, have been for som: 
time steadily working the case up, un- 
til now they have satisfactory proof of 
his guilt.

THE INDEX OF BUSINESS. 


Below we give a few figures which have 
been going the rounds of the press, and 
which are indicative of the prosperity of 
the country as revealed by the govern- 
ment figures in its various departments, 
all of which show a decidedly upward 
tendency, and a most encouraging state 
of affairs alike from a national and indi- 
vidual stamdpoint. These figures are 
given for the Winnipeg district, covering, 
in some instances, the Territories. They 
can be taken as purely western, as dis- 
tinct from the whole Dominion : 

Customs receipte, Winnipeg office: 1896, 
$636,907.87 ; 1897, $771,660.20 ; 1898, $1,- 
033,645.15. 

Inland revenue, Winnipeg district: 
1897, $409,931.03 ; 1898, $496,771.91. 

During 1898 the C. P. R. land depart- 
ment disposed of 351,779 acres for $1,133,- 
993.53, while the Canada N. W- Land Co. 
sold 82,067 acres for 8 371,010.71. 

Immigration returns for Manitoba and 
the Territories for the year show an in- 
crease of 155 per cent. over last year, the 
figures being, for 1897, 10,864 and for 
1898, 27,787. 

The homestead entries up to December 
15 exceeded those of the year previous by 
2,118. At Winnipeg the entries were 270 
in excess of 1897. At Edmonton the in- 
crease was 448, the figures being 339 and 
787 respectively. At Prince Albert there 
was also a remarkable increase; in 1897 
there were 48entries as against 244 in 
1898. The following is a detailed com- 
parative statement of the entries made 
during those years :

Grain Exchange held last week, the presi- 
dent had the following to say regarding 
freight rates: ‘“ The Canadian Pacific 
Railway company, in accordance with an 
agreement with the Dominion Govern- 
ment have reduced the rates on grain to 
Fort William 14g cents per 100 Ibs. This 
allows of better prices being paid our 
farmers. Export rates, Fort William to 
the seaboard, have been reduced, but not 
sufficiently to enable the trade to export 
all rail at a profit, and consequently a 
comparatively small movement has re- 
sulted. The stop-over charge made by 
the C.P.R. for all rail shipments out of 
Port Arthur, in addition to regular ele- 
vator charges, also bears heavily on the 
trade, and should he removed.”

The Globe in anarticle on “Public 
Opinion of the Senate,” comments on 
Goldwin Smith's statement that while 
the Senate in its present form cannot be 
defended, and that he is opposed to a 
single elective chamber, says it seems to 
be virtually giving up the case for a sec- 
ond chamber. Mr.8mithsays the British 
parliament would probably consent to 
give the Commons the power of passing a 
measure by two-thirds or three-fifths ma- 
jority over the Senate veto. The Globe 
adds that all Mr. Smith’s amendment 
would do would be to lessen the Senate's 
power of obstruction, but it would leave 
the main question still to be settled. We 
see no way of settling it satisfactorily ex- 
cept abolition. 


The failuree in Canada last year, ac- 
cording to Bradstreet, numbered 1,427 
against 1,907 for 1897, while the liabilities 
involved aggregate only $9,644,000 last 
year, indicating a decrease of 24 per cent. 
in number and 36 per cent. in liabilities. 
This is the smallest number of failures 
and smallest liabilities involved reported 
for at least seven years. Not only were 
the liabilities very greatly lessened but 
the proportion of assets to liabilities, 
which was 39.4 per cent in 1897, had in- 
creased to 42.3 per cent. in 1896. Every 
province but New Brunswick shows a de. 
crease in 1898 compared with the previous 
year, and in the Territories the number 
of failures dropped from ten to six. 


A new market for American wheat is 
opening up in Japan. In 1895 that 
country imported from the United States 
484,510 pounds of wheat. In 1896 these 
imports had increased to 2,451,689 pounds, 
and in 1897 to 12,467,466 pounds. Corea 
is the greatest rival that the United 
States has in this trade. For the last two 
years the United States sent to Japan 
annually over 31,000,000 pounds of flour, 
as against 13,000,000 pounds in 1895. This 
trade with Japan is growing very rapidly 
and there is no reason why Canadian 
wheat growers should not have a large 
share of it. :

A curious feature of the new penny 
postage rate between Canada and the 
other parts of the empire is the fact that 
a large amount of mail matter from Unit- 
ed States border cities and towns will 
now be posted in Canada for the sake of 
tbe three cents savings which it will 
mean, thereby depriving the United 
States Government of the revenue from 
these. It is said that the increase in 
Canadian revenue from the old country 
letters of the city of Detroit alone will 
amount to a large sum every year.

We have received a repo.t from Ottawa 
of the standing committee on agriculture 
and colonization. Among the interesting 
and instructive matter we notice com- 
parative tables of three year tests made 
at the different experimental farms 
throughout the Dominion. In every case,

Government reports show that some 
28,000 immigrants have arrived in Mani- 
toba and the North-West Territories dur- 
ing the past year, 1898. As most of these 
are farmers, it is expected that 
in the near future our ani‘ual export of 
wheat will reach 100,000,000 bushels,which 
will tax the transportation facilities of all 
railways, present and prospective. ‘

OUR MILITIA FORCE. 


——— 


The Importance of Municipal 
Politics -The Ontario Leg- 
islature to Meet for Busi- 
ness—-Exploded Charges 


and a Glorious Opening for 
the New Year. 


Ottawa, Jan. 14.—The administration 
and government of our Militia Force, isa 
subject of direct interest toa large sec- 
tion of the community all over the Dom- 
inion, and there would appear to be a 
general concensus of opinion among mili- 
tary men, who are most interested and 
best qualitied to judge, that there is con- 
siderable room for improvement in the 
present system. A good deal of attention 
has been attracted by a paper this week 
before the Canadian Military Institute 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Smith, late 
D.C.C. of Military District No.1 on the 
** Military Act.” Colonel Smith is not at 
all complimentary in his references to the 
law as it now stands. He declares that, 
*The Act is a hotch. potch, full of contri- 
dictions and inconsistencies. It and the 
regulations fonnded upon it should be 
swept away and a new start made.” 


OBJECTIONS TO THE ACT. 


His principal objection to the present 
system appears to be that the General 
Officer Commanding, who is an officer of 
standing in the Imperial army, sent out 
for the purpose by the War Office, should 
have considerably more power than he 
possesses at present, and should be less 
trammelled and circumscribed by the 
semi-civil supervision of the Minister of 
Militia. Of course Oppositionists hasten 
to support this view, loudly declaring 
that the adminstartion of the militia 
forces should be non-political ; conven- 
iently forgetting that the Act, as it stands 
to-day, is to all intents and purposes the 
Act passed about the time of Confedera- 
tion, and that for twenty years they 
showed no disposition to purge it of its 
anomalies, but on the coutrary worked it 
for all it was worth in the intereste of the 
party. There is no disposition on the 
part of the present Government to abuse 
the power placed in their hands by the 
existing Jaw ; on the contrary the present 
Minister of Militia has shown every dis- 
position to administer the Department in 
the interests of the force, and a desire to 
seek such amendments to the act as may 
best conduce to greater efficiency, pro- 
gress and development. 


IMPORTANCE OF MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 


So much interest is generally taken in 
Federal politics that. Provincial and mun- 
icipal matters are liable to be overlooked: 
and yet to the average citizen they are of 
at least as much importance, and often 
effect him personally the more closely of 
the two. Oncea year, for about two 
weeks priorto the municipal elections, 
attention is given to a more or less super- 
ficial consideration of local affairs, but 
the ward politician and the municipal 
wire-puller, who are working full time 
twelve months in each year, havean ad- 
vantage which a couple of weeks spas- 
modic discussion cannot off-set.

THE ONTARIO LEGISLATURE. 


Untario’s Local Legislature will meet 
for vusiness Feb. Ist. when the Govern- 
ment will have at its back a compact and 
sufficient majority of tenortwelve. Much 
has been done since the special session 
closed last fali to simplify the situation 
and place the prospective parties in their 
true relative position. Although the 
Government met the House last August 
w:th a majority of six there were so many 
protests before the courts, and the Op- 
position was making all manner of charg- 
es and claiming every kind of prospect-

ing trials, that an amount of uncertainty, 
undoubtedly existed in the minds of 
many as to the ability of the Government 
to retain its position. Now, however, the 
situation is beyond peradventure, time, 
and the Election Courts, have disposed 
of every one of the charges which were so 
recklessly bandied about by all aoa of 
Oppositionists, from the leader down. 


EXPLODED CHARGES. 


The assertion, for instance, that the 
act of last Session compelling Canadian 
logs to be manufactured in the country, 
would be vetoed by the Federal authori- 
ties, has been shown to be absolutely un- 
true. The charge boldly made in press 
and on platform, and even incorporated 
in election petitions, that a huge corrup- 
tion fund existed, contributed by Michi- 
gan lumbermen, and administrated by 
membersof the Governmeut, isadmitted- 
ly false, and has been stigmatized by the 

hancellor of the High Court in his offi- 
cial capacity, as “* most disgraceful.” 
The contenteon that ten or twelve. sup- 
porters of the Government held their 
seats by virtue of an illegal vote cast by 
election constables who had no right to 
the franchise has been ruthlessly swept 
away by the Courts, and almost without 
exception, where an opportunity has been 
given, through by-elections, for the elec- 
torate to express ap opinion thereon, the 
policy of the Government up to date, has 
been most emphatically endorsed. The 
House, therefore, meets under conditions 
entirely satisfactory to the Liberal party. 
The Government is pledged to a continu- 
ance of the policy of a pregressive devel- 
opment of the resourses of the Provinice 
and an economical administration of its 
revenues, by which they have held the 
unbroken confidence of the people for 
more than a quarter of acenturary, The 
Uprntion, as far as has yet been declar- 

, has no policy but that of opportun- 
ism and captious criticism. These are 
the conditions under which the real work 
of the Ninth Legislature begins. 


A GLORIOUS OPENING. 


Probably not since Confederation has 
a New Year opened with such promise of 
prosperity and development. Not only 
has the Minister of Finance been able to 
announce a surpluson last year’s busi- 
ness of $1,722,712, but the first half 
of the present fiscal year, closing on 
December 3lst, shows an _  approxi- 
mate surplus of $2,855,000, which, if 
continued at the same ratio, will give a 
surplus for the present year of over 86,- 
000,000, if indeed it does not exceed the 
record surplus of 188283 of $7,064,000, 
When the country is prosperous and trade 
is going forward by leaps and bounds, in- 
creasing by tens of millions annually ; 
when the resourses of the country are 
being opened up at the rate altogether 
unprecedented ; when the revenues of the 
country develope an elasticity hitherto 
unknown, and exceed by many millions 
the total record of the past; when the 
government isin the hands of capable 
business men of proved integrity, then is 
the time for the pushing forward of need- 
ed public works, and the expenditure of 
8 portion of those growing revenues upon 
improved transportatian schemes and 
kindred operations, which, while placing 
no burden upon the people, create facili- 
ties for the further encouragement and 
assistance of the aforesaid enterprise and 
development. Such is the declared pol- 
icy of the Government, progress with ec- 
onomy, expenditure with discretion, clean 
statesmanlike administration, with full 
confidence in the intelligent endorsation 
of a prosperous and satistied community.

| FROM KLONDYKE. 


' An Interesting Letter From Daw- 
son City. 


Mr. Jas. Mair has received a letter from 
his brother, Charles, who went out to 
Dawson City asa member of the official 
, Staff. The letter is dated Nov. 16th, 1898, 
| and the following extracts from it will no 

doubt prove interesting toour readers :— 
_ Dear Jim,—As there is a mail going out 
‘in a few days, I thought I might as well 
write you a few lines. I may say I am 
| feeling fairly well and doing as well as I 
| expected. It just takes all I can make— 
! and I am putting in overtime every night 


| —to keep me going. I tell you what, this | 


| is a swift town, about the swiftest I have 
‘ever been in. Money is no good unless 
you have lots of it. e are having regu- 
lar North-West weather. This country 
| is not a bit colder than the Saskatche- 
| wan, and the people here, or most of them, 
| go around all wrapped upin furs when so 
, far it has not been cold enough to make 
' me put on a pair of mitts. My feet were 
| the worst, so I bought a pair of felt boots. 
| They were $19.00, and are without ex- 
' ception the cheapest thing I have bought 
here. Prices are something awful What 
: do you think of having to pay $40 to 850 
| for a common 6 suit of clothes, 820 to 830 
| for a pair of blankets. I tell you what a 
| 1am cannot make money here unless be 
has money. If he has money he can lend 
it out at ten per cent. per month with the 
| best of security. I have got several in-’ 
| t-restsin some mines here, and I just got 
| « half interest in one to-day on a pretty 
| yood creek, but there might not be a cent 
in any of them. Allthe best properties 
are taken up and there has not been a 
new strike this year worth talking about. 
However, I will hang on to mine for a 
while and I may sell them for enough to 
pay fora drink. Nuggets are as plenti- 
ful here as eggs in a Mennonite eettle- 
ment in May, but you can bet they are 


harder to get. They are not picked up 


everywhere. There are only a few creeks 
that are really good and they are spotted. 
I am sure that for every dollar that is 
taken out of this district it costs two dol- 
lars to get it ; of course I mean taking 
the Yukon district as a whole. There 
are just about three times the number of 
people here that the country will support 


comfortably. People are leaving an have | 


A 


been leaving ever since I came, and they 
are leaving poorer than they were when 
they left their homes. This country has 
been very much overdone and I expect 
the rush toitisover. It is the worst 
country I ever saw for sickness. There 
are four hospitals here and they are send- 
ing people away every day. Scurvey and 
typhoid fever is the most prevalent. A 
roan may be in fine health one day and 
in a couple of days be in his grave. It 
costs about fifteen dollars a day at the 
hospital and unless a man happens to 
have a very rich mine he might as well 
die, for he would never be able to pay his 
bill. I got about a dozen pills and two 
doses of salts from a doctor and he only 
charged 810.00 for them. In our town 
15c. would have been the outside price 
for them. So you can imagine how far 
two dollars a day goes. The mails are so 
irregular we never know when a mail 
goes out or when one comesin. I have 
not had a newspaper since I came here, 
so that I know litterly nothing of how 
things are on the outside. he whole 
Government might bust and we would 
not Know anything about it here for six 
months. Don’t try to send me any papers 
but just make a letter as long as the C. 
P.R. line and send it along'and I may get 
something of interest out of it. Send it 
quick or I won't receive it until I get 
home again. I am in the assignment de- 
partment, also clerk of the Gold Com- 
missioner’s Court. This comes off twice 
a week, and of all the liars the “Klondyke 
liar” is the worst. A man may be ail 
right until he gets here, but after he 
arrives he loses all self respect and goes 
in for himself. Everyone here is for him- 
self. Still Ihave meg some very good 
fellows, and I have often been out for the 
eveeing and enjoyed myself very much.

He 
gave great attention ta the cause of popu- 
Jar education, and in 1880 became school 
inspector at Mende, and later at Caen 
atd Ajaccio. At the latter place he was 
in due time chosen as vice-rector of the 
Corsican college. In 1885 he entered the 
national political field of France, being 
returned to the Chamber of Deputies as 
Opportuniss Republican member for the 
Hanute-Loire. After entering Parliament 
he championed primary education for the 
people, and in 1886 brought forward the 
nomination of schoolmasters fro.. the 
bands of prefects of departments to the 
rectors of academies. But the storm of 
opposition raised was so great he with- 
drew his proposal. Tho elections of 1889 
found hit more in favcr with the people 
than he had ever been tefcre. His :rajor- 
ity over his monarchist opponent was a 
phenomenally !argo one. Three years 
later he took office under the then Min- 
istry of M. Hibot and sneceedcd him six 
months later. He is a man of broad mind 
and great physical courage. This latter 
quality was marked at the time of the 
bomb explcsion in the Chambers, when 
be displayed no fear. He ceased to be 
Premier in 1595, and was succesced by 
M. Ribot, who now declined to act again,
